CAMP WHITTINGTON, Ja- 
pan, July 12 (AP)—William 
Girard predicted today 4 Jap- 
anese court will acquit him of 
charges of causing the death of 
a Japanese woman on a military 
firing range. 

The 2l-year-old Army spe- 
cialist from Ottawa, III., issued 
a statement to reporters a few 
hours after the Supreme Court 
upheld the United States Gov- 
ernment’s decision to turn him 
over to Japan for trial. 

As for the Supreme Court 
ruling, Girard said he had “no 
comment on the way it went.“ 

Girard told reporters “I am 
hoping to get a fair trial” in 
the Japanese court. 

His Army legal adviser, Maj. 
Stanley Levin of Hollywood, 
Calif. was asked earlier if 
Girard expects a fair trial and 
gave this reply: “He might not 
put it just that way, but you 
can say that.” 

At Maebashi, where Girard 
will be tried, District Court 
Judge Juzo Kawachi announced 
he will open the trial at 10 a.m. 
Aug. 26 (8 p.m. St. Louis time, 
Aug. 25). He said other ses- 
sions will be held Sept. 6, 7, 
13, 14 and Oct. 4. 

Promises Fair Trial. 


Judge Kawachi declared he 
would give the American G.I. a 
fair and fast trial and said he 
expected the proceedings to be 


ed that he was not surprised at 
the Supreme Court's ruling.

He is accused 
of having fired an empty car- 
tridge case from a grenade 
launcher that struck and killed 
the woman as she collected 
scrap metal on a firing range 
Jan. 30. 

Levin said the defense has 
béen “substantially completed” 
as .a result of preparations 
made to defend Girard in eith+ 
er a Japanese court or a 
United States Army court- 
martial.

Deep Water Explosions. 

In a deep water explosion 
enormous pressures are devel- 
oped, since water is not com- 
pressable. For example, at 3000 
feet from a 100-kiloton explo- 
sion in deep water the pressure 
is 2700 pounds per square inch. 
This is sufficient to sink almost 
any ship. At 2000 pounds per 
square inch any ship not sunk 
would be so severely damaged 
as to be useless.

Against Cigarettes Increa 
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WASHINGTON, July 12 (AP) 


— Surgeon General Leroy E. 
Burney said today “there is an 
increasing and consistent body 
of evidence that excessive cig- 
arette smoking is one of the 
causative factors in lung can- 


cer.” 

However, he said, “It is clear 
that heavy and prolonged cig- 
arette smoking is not the only 
cause of lung cancer.” He said 
the Public Health Service fav- 
ors more research into the 
| problem, and added: 

“The precise nature of the 
factors in heavy and prolonged 
cigarette smoking which can 
cause lung cancer is not 
known.” 

The statement marked the 
first Public Health Service pro- 
nouncement on the subject 
since 1954 when it took note 
of evidence of a statistical asso- 
ciation between cigarette smok- 
ing and lung cancer. . 

Burney gave no new 
but cited results of previous 


studies. 
Clarence Cook Little, 


Dr. 
chairman of the scientific ad- 
visory board of the Tobacco 
Industry Research Committee, 
said in New York that Burney’s 
statement “adds nothing new 
to what has been known about 
the cause of lung cancer.” 

Burney said: 

Little said the tobacco indus- 
try already has provided 382. 
200,000 for grants to independ- 
ent scientists working in the 
field of cancer and other chal- 


lenges of human survival, and 
added: 

“This research, thus far, has 
produced no evidence that cig- 
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arette smoking or other tobacco 
use contributes to the origin of 
lung cancer.” 

“While there are naturally 
differences of opinion in inter- 
preting the data on lung cancer 
and cigarette smoking, the Pub- 
lic Health Service feels the 
weight of the evidence is in- 
creasingly pointing in one di- 
rection: That excessive smoking 
is one of the causative factors 
in lung cancer.”

T is almost impossible for the movies to make an honest 

objective biography of anyone living or of recent vintage. 

If it weren't completely laudatory or apologetic it wouldn't 
be approved by the person or heirs concerned, and no pro- 
ducer I know of is about to charge the 
hedgerows of Übel suits to tell the un- 
adorned truth. So “BEAU JAMES,” the 
film biography of James J. Walker, mayor 
of New York from 1925 to 1932, showing 
at the ST.
